A large plant will have 
thirty or forty shearing machines with 
steam for power, while a smaller one 
of sixteen machines will have a gaso- 
line engine, ttia-les have been given 
up mostly now. mid nearly all modern 
outfits use the clippers. The shearers 
nro paid by the sheep. Hi cents for 
rani* and 8 cents for nil other sheep 
and a dollar per day board. A "high 
roller" will shear 1200 sheep In ten 
hours, but these men are far and few. 
The average is it little below n hun- 
dred sheep per day. Each foreman 
knows beforehand just about what 
time to have his sheep on hand, and it 
Is remarkable how thousands of sheep 
can bo handled aud timed so thut 
none will mix up. A band of ewes 
imd Iambs will ccme in by sunset and 
are corralled and the lambs cut out 
nml counted, while the ewes are put 
through a chute mto an alleyway and 
five or eight put lu each shearer's pen. 
As each pen Is refilled and the shorn 
Rbeep put out the a I lev man and shear- 
er toll up their account. The shorn 
sheep are put down another alley and 
branded with the mttlt brand and lloek 
brand. 


After the shearer has shorn his sheep 


he lets It go ha< k Into the pen and 
takes out iinother, kicking the tleece 
out of his way, which a boy ties up 
and throws luto a car. The latter gets 
pne-fourth cent a fleece for tying and 
will make perhaps S3 to $0 a day, The 
car Is pushed dov>n to the end of the 
shed where the fleeces are graded and 
thrown Into dlffeient pens. Whenever 
there Is enough wool of a certain 
grade It Is thrown up on a platform. 
Where two men s, cU aud tramp It into 
jute wool sacks, it Is then put out on 
the scales, recorded iu a book with the 
numlwr of the ba;;, weight, brand and

In 
addition to this gratifying saving tbe 
new Steward, in the few months of 
his incumbency has had fire protec- 
tion introduced at a very small cost 
and has put in an acetyline lighting 
plant to supplant the old oil lamps. 


Sales of produce from the 302 acre

Something About What U Called Plant 


Intelligence. 


As the animal Is nearer to UB than

truth Is tbe plant or tree Rends Its roots 
in all directions, but those on tbe side 
of water find the ground molster In 
that direction and their growth Is ac-

by tbe dryuess of the soil. An ash, 
tree stands on a rocky slope -where th» 
soil Is thin and poor twenty or twenty- 
five feet from my garden. After awhile 
It sent so many roots down Into tbe 
garden and so robbed tbe garden vege- 
tables of the fertilizers that we cot th» 
roots off and dug a trench to keep tbe 
tree from sending more. Now, the> gar> 
dener thought tbe tree divined tbe rich 
pasturage down below there and reach- 
ed for It accordingly. Tbe truth Is, I 
suppose, tbat the roots on tbat side- 
found a little more and better soil and 
BO pushed on till they reached tbe gar- 
den, where they were at once so welt 
fed that they multiplied and extended* 
themselves rapidly. The tree waxed 
strong and every season sent mor» and 
stronger roots tain the garden.—John 
Burroughs In Doting Magailne.
